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PEACE is bringing to our country, 
once more, the blessings of prosperity,

How, 
undder these reviving auspices, is the 
load of debt, which war has fixed upon 
us proceeding, and what progress, if 
any, is making toward its r-luction 
and final extinguishment? ‘These are 
questions of interest to every citizen, 
but the shape in which official reports 
respecting it are made, though usually 
plain to the initiated are very common- 
ly as impenetrable to the multitude as 
if they were given with all the sym- 
bols of the calcalus. We will endeavor 
to state the amount ofa mass of figures 
lying before us, in a way that can be 
comprehended without difficulty, for 
it is important that every citizen 
should have some tangible idea upon a 
subject that has a personal, as well as a 
national interest. If, while the Euro- 
pean Governments, including England 
l, are ata dead lock with their 
national debts, the United States can 
proceed ina regular course of liquida- 
tion, it will be another laurel added to 
our National reputation, and 
one of the brightest and most 
gratifying owe can gain. The 
Ist of September, 1855, found us 
owing a net sum of $2,757,689,571, This 
amount included $880,000,000 of seven- 
thirty notes, due at intervals extending 
to July, 1868, and $217,024,160 com- 
pound notes, altogether composing a 
floating debt of $1,047,024,160. The 
greenback circulation at that date was 
$433,160,569, In five months from that 
time, February 1, 1866, the debt was re- 
duced to $2,716,898,152; $37,000,000 com- 
pound notes had been withdrawn, or 
funded; and the greenback circulation 
been reduced by nearly $10,000,000. In 
another month, March Ist, the debt 
was reduced to $2,711,850,000, and in 
seven more months, October Ist, to 
$2,573,335,942. The seven-thirties 
out had, at the same time, been 
reduced to $743,996,050, the com- 
pound interests to $155,512,140, and 
the greenbacks to  $399,165,202 
In one year from that time, October |, 
1867, the debt—not deducting the cash 
in the treasury—had been brought 
down to two billions four hundred and 
ninety-five millions two hundred and 
seventy-seven thousand four hundred 
and forty-six dollars; seven-thirty 
notes to $365,489,100; compound inter- 
ests to $78,839,580; and greenbacks to 
$961,164,544. This was a decrease in 
one year of nearly eighty millions; 
over four hundred and fifty-five mil- 
lions of floating debt had been paid or 
funded; and the paper currency had 
been curtailed of thirty-eight million 
dollars. By November 1, the debt was 
down to $2,491,504,450. This was 
going a little too fast, however, for in 
March, 1868, the debt had gone up to .- 
519,829,622, but on the other hand eight 
millions more greenbacks had been 
withdrawn and nearly two hundred 
millions floating debt funded. The in- 
crease continued, and in October, 1868, 
the amount of the debt was $2,534,643, - 
718, but there had been a further re- 
duction of the currency, and the seven- 
thirty and compound interest notes had 
been funded. During the year the 
contraction of the currency amounted 
to $5,143,771, leaving 356,021,073 in cir- 
culation, against $433,160,569 in Sep- 
tember, 1865. During October the 
debt continued to decrease, but in 
November it swelled again, and 
McCuLiLocn’s policy of, reducing 
the greenback currency Was aban- 
doned. By March 1, 1869, the debt had 
got up to $2,544,396,904, against $2,491, - 
504,450 on November 1, 1867, but this in- 
crease included $53,937,000 bonds is- 
sued to the Pacific Company.

THE DEDICATION, 

About ten o'clock on Sunday tworn- 
ing a great nunter of people n to 
congregate in front of the new church 
to wake a view of it outside, and to ad- 
mire its somewhat attractive exterior 
with its large, high windows and point- 
ed roof, surmouated by a large cross. 
Among the crowd of comers were the 
members of the Sodality Band, with 
brightly shining instruments and glad 
faces. They took upa ition across 
the street opposite the entrance to the 
church. At about eleven o'clock, the 
edifice belng well filled, a proctasion 
* from the vestry composed in 

order: 


Boys—the two in front bearing a

The procession walked down the 
middle aisle and out of the door of the 
chifrch where the ceremonies — — ibed 
by the Roman ritual for the dedication 
of a new church were at once com- 
menced, At that hour the sun came 
down fiercely on the uncovered heads 
of the clergymen and the little bo 
that composed the procession, and 
Bishop w ay decided to read the ser- 
vices inst of sing them, as is 
usually done. After offeri a short 
prayer, which is always said in Latin 
in the ceremonies of the Catholic 
church, the Bish sprinkled holy 
water on the building, n the 
mala: Sprinkle ine with hysop, 0, 
Lord, find I shall be cleansed; wash 
me and J shall be made whiter than 
snow,” the attendants (c/eri) alterna- 
ing with verses from the fifteenth psalm 
— “Have mercy on me, O God, aecord- 
ing to thy great mercy.’’ The band play- 
ed, Adeste delia, tho, ion then 
moved slowly around the building, the 
Bishop saying appropriate prayers ap- 
pointed by the church for such occa- 
sions, aud the attendants repeating the 
119th, 120th, and 12ist psalms, entering 
into the building by the same door at 
which the procession went up the isle, 
one of the attendant priests singing in a 
loud voice the litany of the saints, 
while another made the responses, go- 
ing up the middle aisle to the altar ; 
afyer which the procession spread out 
before the altar, the final prayers were 
offered, and the church was dedicated 
to St. Patrick and placed under his spe- 
cial tection. 

Solemn high mass was then com- 
menced, with Father Riorddn as cele- 
brant, and Fathers Cook and Fortune 
as assistants. During the celebration

THE SERMON. 


After the gospel was read Bishop 
Fehan went u the altar steps to 
preach the dedicatory sermon. Be- 
fore commencing, he announced that 
the Catholic schools would open next 
Monday. He said, in this connection, 
that it was the spirit and practice of 
the Church for centuries to give a 
Christian education to her children. 
She was particularly circumspect on 
this point, never leaving the orm- 
ance of that sacred duty in the hands 
of others.
